Easter on the Island. 

Sunday found us about our tents. .It 4vas 
Easter Sunday all over the world—except here. 
So it seemed. It is natural that a man should ex- 
pect some pleasure incident to every holiday. 
Bereft of anything of the sort on such a-day the 
occasion appears to have a little more alloy in it 
than other days. | 

We learned that there were but 300 gallons of 
water on the island, and that there would be no 
more until the next good ship camein. The 
Aguan was slowly settling and the main tank 
was submerged, so that, like Gen. Sherman, we 
had no “ base of supplies.”” Cheerful outlook on 
a morning when other people were preparing to 
feast after the sacrifices of forty days. 

Some one suggésted that water might be had 
by digging for it, and the labor began. Digging 
in the sands for water on Easter morning! The 
effort had its reward, but the water which gushed 
forth was not the kind which came from 
the rock which the prophet smote with 
his rod. The water we found was hard, 
but we had the gratification of knowing 
that it was not like the waters of the sea and 
could be used for drinking purposes, 

Then we learned that an English Bishop from 
Honduras was with us and we had service. Shall 
we ever forget it? if there was not that profusion 
of flowers about the altar which you had in Chi- 
cago—if there was not the swelling choruses 
which you heard, nor the lighted tapers, there 
were a sincerity and sublime faith which could 
not have been equaled. The occasion, the ship 
wrecked and we saved, may have had something 
to do with the thought. It was an Easter service 
never to be forgotten. ° 

Monday we had the announcement that all the 
fresh provisions had gone, but there were canned 
provisions in quantity. There was no fear of a 
famine. We were all well. The trade winds 
tempered the sunshine, and every star in the 
southern sky was out. The night was indeed 
splendid. All of them had been, for that matter. 

Sail, Ho! 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon a sail was seen. It 
looked like a white wing stretched out against 
the blue sky. It came nearer and near- 
er, and we hailed it with something 
like the some reverence which overcame the 
Ancient Mariner when he saw the albatross. It 
was the first we had sighted since leaving Ja- 
maica. The vessel proved to bea fishing schooner. 
The crew was black and came frim Providence 
Island. 

The following day, Tuesday, the steamer Presi- 
dente Carazo, which is owned by one of our pas- 
sengers, came to our relief. We boarded the ship, 
which was, indeed, to us, if one may be perinitted 
to quote Pinafore at long range, “‘a thing of 
beauty.” At4p. m.the prow wasturned toward 
Greytown—and here we disembarked this morn- 
ing, all perfectly well and full of thanksgiving.

THE IMPORTANCE OF TUESDAY’S ELEC- 


There are many men who never take the 
trouble to vote ata municipal election. They 
excuse themselves by saying that “ it is not 
worth while”; that “only Aldermen, « 
Mayor, and other city and town officers are to 
be chosen’; that “ itis a‘matter of no con- 
sequence to theny who is elected’; and : that 
they do not care to go tothe polls ‘ except 
when officers of some consequence, such as 
a President, Congressmen, or State apm 
are to be voted for.”’ 

It is strange that these persons cannot see 
that the City Government directly touches 
and concerns tiem atadozen points where 
the State Government does at three or the 
Federal Government at one. It is true that 
the city is smaller than the State or Nation, 
but it is also a great deal nearer to the citizen. 
Aman who disregards city affairs because 
“they are on euch a small scale” might as 
well say that the comforts, conveniences, and 
decencies of his home were not worth bother- 
ing about because his house sheiters so tew in- 
dividuals, while the Nation ipcludes tens of 
millions within its bounds. 

It is the duty of the city through 1ts police 
force to protect the citizen on the streets and 
in his home, and to save him from the inva- 
sion of marauders by night and by day. As 
the efficiency of that force depends on the man 
who is Mayor, it is of more direct importance 
to have a good Mayor than a good President. 
Withdraw that police force altogether, and 
tne citizen would have to arm and defend 
himself and his house. Demoralize that 
force, as Cregier has done, and it: is stripped 
of half ite value. But for the protection the 
city gives @ man who had acciimulated any- 
thing and had the reputation of being wealthy 
would never be safe from assassins and rob- 
bers. * Banks would cease to exist or have to

Trust, who have made taxes high and proper- 
ty unsafe, who ate endangering life, and whose 
continuance in power would mean a subver- 
sion of all those beneficent purposes for the 
carrying out of which cities are created, 
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‘THE CITY VERSUS THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 

Some weeks ago the Council passed ordi- 
nances for the opening of ‘Fifty-sixth and two 
other Hyde Park streets across the Illinois 
Central right of way. That road applied to 
Judge Collins for an injunction to prevent the 
city from proceeding under these ordinances, 
The law officers of the municipality demurred 
to the railroad’s bill. That demurrer. was 
overruled last week by the Judge and a tem- 
porary injunction granted, with leave to the 
city to file ite answer to the bill and have the 
matter reargued. It preferred, however, to 
stand by ite demurrer and let the case go to 
the Supreme Court. Until it acts nothing will 
be done toward opening the streets. 

' In commenting on this decision of Judge 
Collins, which was not fully reported, an 
evening paper assumes that he held that the 

-eity cannot open streets across a railroad’s 
tracks unless it stands the expense of building 
a viaduct over them or of tunneling under 

‘them; so that the road may not be inconven- 


ienced by the crossing of its right of way by 


the public. The paper denounces this doc- 
trine as outrageous. 

The Judge decided nothmg of the kind, 
hewever. The first reason for granting the 
injunction was this: These ordinances, like 
all others for street openings, provided for 
condemning the fee in the land and transfer- 
ring the absolute ownership of three strips 
from tne railroad—which held them under a 
perpetual grant from the State—to the city. 
The point was made by the road that if 
the fee were vested in the city 
the latter might refuse to allow the Central to 
use that particular portion of ite right of way 
except on onerous conditions. This question 
whether a corporation, such as a city, can con- 
demn the property of another corporation 
though only quasi-public in its na®ure, under 
the circumstances existing in the case of the 


city and the Illinois Central, is a novel one 


not without ite difficulties. It is well the Su- 
preme Court should pass on it. 

In the next place the bill filed by the railroad 
company which was demurred to by the city, 
and whose allegations as to matters of fact 
were technically admitted to be true, set forth 
that great damage would be done the road by 
these condemnation proceedings ; that the grade 
ot Fifty-sixth streef was five feet higher than 
that of the right of way, so that the road 
would either have to run uphill or bur- 
row under; that in order to accommodate the 
World’s Fair business the road intended to 
lay four tra¢ks in addition to the six it had al- 
-ready, and that the opening of the street as 
contemplated would cripple it and be a seri- 
ous injury to the Exposition, as it would make 
it more difficult to gét to and from Jackson 
Park. 

‘This was the main reason why Judge Col- 
lins. granted a temporary injunction. The 
question as to whether the city or the road 
should build a viaduct across the tracks if the 
street were opened was not argued; and hence 
was not passed upon. It will be discussed no 
doubt before the Supreme Court and settled 
there. The evening paper is mistaken there- 
fore when it says the Judge has indorsed a 
‘startling doctrine.’? He simply held that a 
case of seeming hardship had been made out, 
which entitled the road: to a temporary in- 
junction until it could be determined 
whether the city had the right to condemn the 
fee, and whether it could exercise that power 
without restraint, even to an arbitrary and un- 
just extreme. 


PALMER GIVES HIS FANCY FREE REIN. 

Gen, Palmer says that the election of Cre- 
gier two years ago was owing to the speeches 
he made forhim. Assuming that to be so, 
one would fancy that when Gen. Palmer saw 
the kind of administration the man he made 
had given the city he would have followed the 
example of the Rev. Mr. Henson. and other 
“ moral scratchers”’ and begged the forgive- 
ness of God.and man for the evil he had 
wrought.

What with 
his Canal street bridge embargo on naviga- 
tion and his proposed narrowing of the chan- 
nel from Harrison street southward he is 
aiming to enrich railroad companies at the 
expense of the mérchant marine of the lakes 
and the general interests of the city. 

What are the “progressive and liberal 
ideas ’’ of the present City Government as re- 
gards public morals, sanitation, or civilization? 
It has given the gamblers full swing. It guar- 
anteed them immunity in return for their 
votes and their money two years ago, and con- 
tinued freedom from molestation in their 
robber practices has been promised for re- 
nawed subscriptions for two years longer.

The mortality from this dreaded disease 
seems to be greater than during its last visit, 
a year ago, and the epidemic is fully as wide- 
spread as it was then. The central points of 


its worst ravages have been in New York,’ 


Pittsburg, Philadelphia, and Chicagn, but re- 
ports of it have come even from Florida, from 
the headquarters of Hygeia at Fortress Mon- 
roe, from the high altitudes of Denver and 
Carson, and from the Pacific coast. A dis- 
patch from Carson says that of 600 men em- 
ployed in a mine 400 have been prostrated 
with the disease and over 100 have died. Car- 
son is up in the cold chilly cloudlands. So is 
Denver. But pure air without the sunshine 
offers no barrier to ita progress. On the other 
hand, in the Southern States, in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and wherever there is an abundance 
of sunshine there is very little grip and very 
little mortality resulting from it. Europe 
also is afflicted with the pest, and because it. 18 
as damp, cloudy, and suniess as it is here. 
Numerous offers of help in the way of 
trained nurses have come from other cities to 
the Health Commissioner of Chicago, but in 
reply’he says: “They can’t help us. Noth- 


ing but sunshine can. Let us see the sun and 


we will-‘revive.” The Health Commissioner’s 
brief response covers the whole case. Sun- 
shine and good weather alone can banish the 
disease. Last Sunday’s sunshine and warm 
atmosphere suddenly diminished the number 
of new cases and reduced the mortality fully 
50 per cent. As long as this continent is cov- 
ered with clouds, cutting off the healthgiving 
rays of the sun and alternately dropping rain 
and snow upon the earth, accompanied by a 
raw, damp, chilly atmosphere, the grip will 
continue to rage and kill. It is bacterial, of 
course; but the bacillus of the grip is of the 
kind that cannot stand the sunshine, Its 
deeds are evil and it belongs, therefore, to the 
dark, gray days. It thrives, breeds, and de- 
stroys fastest in the cold, damp, sunless 
weather. One dey of sunshine discourages 
them. Another day of cold and humidity en- 
courages them to renewed activity and devel- 
ops them with astonishing fecundity. 
With this view of the case before them, 
supported as it is by unquestionable evi- 
dence from every part of the country, 
what more imperative duty confronts the 
saints. and Christians this blessed Sabbath 
morning than to pray aloud and earnestly, 
with the same enthusiasm the fire-worshipers |.

STATE APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE 
WORLD’S, FAIR. 


* At the meeting of the orld’s Fair National 
Commission Friday last the Commissioners 
made reports of what is being done in each 
State in the way of appropriations, From 
these reports it appears that fourteen States, 
headed by Missouri with $150,000, already 
have appropriated $720,000, Eleven other 
States have appropriations pending in. their 
Legislatures aggregating $3,250,000, of which 
$430,000 is in the nature of additional appro- 
priations. : Thus Iowa, which has. appropria- 
ted $50,000, proposes to add $200,000 more, 
Maine will increase its $50,000 appropriation 
to $100,000, Minnesota will add $100,000 to its 
$50,000, and New Jersey will add $80,000 to its 
$20,000. Thus there are in sight appropria- 
tions aggregating about $4,000,000 from twen- 
ty-four States. and one Territory, leaving 
twenty States and three Territories yet to be 
heard from. These are Fidrida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Texas, Virginia, Neva 
da, Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, 
Kansas, Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
North Carolina. South Carolina, Oregon, 
Rhode Island, Washington, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, and Oklahoma. 

The outlook, therefore, is both generous 
and encouraging. The appropriations already 
made are not a measure of all that the States 
intend to do. There will be two legislative 
sessions between now and the time the Fair 
opens and the interest felt in the Fair will in- 
crease as. the time goes on. It will be more 
intense a year hence than it is now, and, twb 
years from now the whole country will be 
aglow with enthusiasm and the States will be 
in generous competition to outdo each other. 
The contest will not be confined to States. It will 
spread to cities, towns, institutions, and cor- 
porutions. * In the case of the Paris Exposi- 
tion the national feeling did not get warmed 
up until less than. a year before it opened, 
while the provinces, which were so amply 
represented, did not rise to the demands of 
the occasion until within a few months of the 
opening, It will be the same here. Two 
years from now the whole country will be 
in a glow of enthusiasm, and this 
will be true not only of States 
but also of cities, towns, societies, corpora- 
tions, and individuals. If any one is pes- 
simistic enough to think that the appropria- 
tions are not sufficiently large he has only to 
wait until the great movement gets fairly un- 
der way. throughout the country. Once the 
National procession ‘starts it will move along 
with constantly accelerated speed on its way 
to a triumphant success, Chicago will. have 
the greatest and grandest Exposition the world 
has ever seen. Even the New York growlers 
will be compelled to admit it, and will join 
the triumphal — behind Chicago’s

Following are some interesting extracts from & 
recent Lisbon letter received by Mr. Robert 5. 
Hatcher from his sy 2 the wife of the Brazilian 
Citargé d’ Affaires to the Court of St. James, un 
recently occupying the same post at the Court o 
Portugal: 

“This morning my husband went in full diplo- 
matic uniform to the Palace of the Ajuda to wit- 
ness the ceremony of investing the Nuncio, Mgr. 
Vannutelli, with the beretta of a Cardinal. It 
was a beautiful sight. First there was mass in 
the royal chapel. Then M. Tonti, the Ablegado, 
read a letter in Latin from the Pope, to which 
the King repliéd in the same language. Then, M. 
Vadnnutelli, kneeling before his Majesty, the latter 
placed the beretta upon the head of the new Car- 
dinal. It was most impressive to see the young 
King create a Cardinal for the first time. Car- 
dinal Vannutelli then retired to the-sacristy and 
reappeared in flowing robes and mantle of scar- 

After leaving .the chapel they — 


the new Cardinal, seated, and the court and dip- 
lomatic corps standing. After breakfast they 
went into the throne-room,a magnificent hall, 
the King and Queen standing at the foot of the 
throne. For one instant all the men placed their 
hate on their heads and then, together, ancov- 
ered before the Cardinal. He is an unusually 
splendid-looking man and nearly seven feet tall. 
Lam disappointed that no women are permitted 
to assist at these festivities. His Eminence gives 
a soirée at his palace soon after his elevation. 

A few days ago we went in acoaching party to 
a village near the Town of Granja to see a féte of 
“Nossa Senhora da Sande,” or Our Lady of 
Health. It was most curious. All the peasants 
of the neighboring villages were there and 
the costumes worn were most quaint ard 
interesting. The women of the country put 
all. their wealth in gold ornaments. and 
it.is at faire such as these that the men 
go to choose their wives. It is easy to recognize 
an heiress, fomher fortune is tangible and visi- 
ble. The rich girls were covered from shoulder to 
shoulder and from throat to waist with chains 


.-made,of broad gold rings aslargeas wedding 


rings. All wore gold hearts of different sizes, 
some having as many as six curious crosses six 
and eight inches in length and virgins made of 
gold and wearing acrown. In the middle of all 
this bravery many wore a huge gold plaque, like 
a shield, as big as asaucer. I could not learn the 
real name of the ornament, but a gentleman of 
our party said it was called in the vernacular an 
ceuf sur le plat. 

The usual dowry of a rich Portuguese peasant 
to his daughter is $400. All this converted into 
ornaments makes a great show. Some of the 
women wear three huge earrings ineach ear. We 
left our coach at the foot of a steep hill to climb 
to the church, and never have I seen, imagined, 
or read of a sight sohorrible as that which met 
our eyes. Imagine a narrow road bordered with 
high, yellow walls, such as we see in Italy, and on 
each side of the road, propped against the wall 
or lying on mattresses, dozens of diseased, de- 
formed, mutilated wretches, all their horrible 
sores and twisted limbs, noseless faces, and empty 
eye-sockets exposed to view. Myriads of flies 
were swarming about them, and the prayers for 
pity and money were shrieked, moaned, and 


J howled in ali keys. The road was so narraw and 


the unfortunates so many that we were obliged to 
thread our way through them, and occasionally I 
was obliged to cover my eyes. Asit was the féte 
of our Lady of Health many had come hop- 
ing for a miracle, but also many are professional 
sufferers. ‘ 


What the Hatter Said About People. 

“A good way to judge a man is to listen to his 
talk when he comes in to buy a hat for himself. 
It is all right for a manto ask his tailor what he 
ought to wear.

Prescriptions for La Grippe. 

Dr. Merriman: The. English physician. who 
cabled the Health Department in this city a pre- 
scription for the grip undoubtedly meant well. 
As a rule, however, the profession of this conntry 
do not recommend a general prescription for any 
disease. What may reach éne case will not reach 
another. It all depends on the patient’s condi- 
tion. There is where the doctor is potent, Now 
and then you will find a man or woman who 
knows as rouch about his or her condition as the 
doctor. But they are exceptions. The prescrip- 
tion in question, for instance, would be efficacious 
in some cases, while it would be disastrous in 
others. If a public prescription could reach any 
or every stage of the patient’s condition I would 
say adopt it. But it cannot, and when you 
print one prescription you open the doors for 
every one who wants to doso to recommend what- 
evér he may think will reach the disease. ‘The 
result would be that people who bave no judg- 
ment of their own would be taking a half-dozen 
remedies for one disease. | .
